Free State Burghers. The aggressive 
movements of the Boers, however, are 
sure to bring bloodshed quickly. 


Before Kimberley the Orange Boers 


have moved three miles nearer, 3,500 
strong, with four field guns. The Brit- 
ish have 3,000' troops, with ample ar- 
tillery, and hold a strong position. 


On the northern frontier Col. Plum- 


cr's force, '.600 strong, is still facing 
1,000 
Boers. The excitement is grow,- 


ing. 


- At Mafeking- Col. Baden-Powell, with 


600 men and a lorce of artillery, has 
moved out of town and taken'a strong 
position on'the border. The Boer op- 
position is estimated at from 6,000 to 
10,000. They, have not yet moved, but 
"-". expected-to attack soon, >; . . . 


Along , the 
Orange river, on the 


southern frontier, of the Orange Free 
State, the British are pushing troops to 
De Aar, ana the entire force along the 
river is 2,000. The Orange Boers at 
present inactive number 2,000. 
Scat- 


tered forces are ready to attack imme- 
diately. 


On the Natal frontier the Boers are 


said' to have occupied Laing's Nek and 
a further advance is likely. The Brit- 
ish are acting on the defensive, their 
most northerly camp being Glencoe 
Junction, where Sir George White has 
available 
12,000 . 'men and forty-six 


guns, against 14,000 Boers with thirty 
guns. 


The Boer plan, as decided at the 


council of war at Sandspruit, is to- take 
the aggressive all.along the frontier. 
They expect to hold Laing's Nek in 
hopes of drawing the British out of 
Glencoe, so- that the Free State burgh- 
ers can rush the weakened garrison. 


The Boers will use Laing's ,Nek a» 


their base for. the' present. The British 
are withdrawing 
from 
Charlestown, 


while Newcastle is already almost de- 
serted. 


Mafeking is anticipating attack mo- 


mentarily. Ten thousand Boers under 
Commandant Cronje are encamped fif- 
teen miles away, and it is believed1 that, 
they- will shell the town with their 
twelve guns before attempting the final 
rush. All the streets of Mafeking are 
barricaded 
and 
defensive . outworks 


have been raised and the ground mined 
in every direction.

Baden-Powell is confident that he 


can beat off the Boers, but his force Is 
Insufficient to follow in case of Boer 
retreat. 


Kimberley is in about the same po- 


sition as Mafeking, The -Boers are at 
the doors of the' town, and an attack 
Is expected immediately. The British, 
•wibh 3,000 men, are ready for the de- 
fense. 
The Boers are also encamped 


near Burghersdorp. They will proba- 
bly first destroy the 'Benthulie bridge, 
then attack Aliwal North. 


It is reported that the -Boer ultima- 


tum was drafted ten days ago'by Dr. 
Smuts, who wanted to deliver it im- 
mediately, but was prevented -by Kru- 
ger and Joubert. 


It is suggested, at the colonial office

Berlin-, Oct. 13.—The Cologne Ga- 


zette says that, while Germany will 
observe the strictest neutrality! It 
hopes that a police corps o£ uitlanders 
will be formed—not to fight, but to 
guard foreign property in the mines. 
The 'Gazette adds that the amount of 
Transvaal scrip in the hands of Ger- 
mans and French is far greater than 
that held in London.

WHEN ENGLAND 


GOES TO WAR, 


f* How Her Great Armies and Powerful Fleets Are Kept Ready *<f 
^| 
For Use In' Any Part of the World. 
f §

•TYhen England goes to war, she does 


.it iii a' most businesslike manner. 
Probably no other nation on the globe 
Is prepared to begin hostilities-, in any 
country washed by the seven, seas on 
shorter notice. Soiue are just as ready 
to fly at the throats of their near 
Tttv^hbors— Germany, France and Rus- 
sia, 
for example—but none can send 


great bodies of -troops over seas quick- j 
er than England.

This does ijot mean,, of course, that I 


England can ship an army on 24 hours' 
notice. That.would be too absurd. In 
preparing for the Transvaal affair, the 
British war .office has been criticised 
for; its slowness. Yet it has taken less 
than a month to land the greater part

When this achievement is contrasted 


with our own experiences of the Span- 
ish-American war, it will be seen that 
•the British war, office has been by no 
means .slow. It 'took us two months 
to land an .army in Cuba after war had 
been declared, and preparations had 
been in progress for at least a mouth 
before that. 
True, we sent a much 


larger body 'of .'men than the British 
Are'sending. to: South Africa, but the 
-distance wagffar less. ' 


The fact'ihust-be recognized.that the 


.British war. office, .as now constituted, 
is a most admirable machine. It works 
smoothly', harmoniously., and. swiftly. 
It does its .work with no more fuss and 
feathers than any of,.the .great civic 
•departments of the empire. The decla- 
ration of. war - does' not throw it .into 
confusion. There is no desperate haste 
about collecting munitions of war, no 
appeal to the country for volunteers. 
The men to carry the guns are already 
drilled and trained and uniformed. 
The. officers to-command them are also 
at hand.. .It is not necessary to drag 
them from civilian paths and pursuits 
•of pen<*e. 
• .

Neither does the British war office 


find, it necessary to purchase -at exor- 
TMtarit. rates steamers for use as troop 
.transports when an army is to be fer- 
ried across the ocean. There are at all 
times available for the use of the war 
office a large number of great steamers 


• already fitted for the business of carry- 


ing soldiers across the big waters. 


When the troops are landed in Afri- 


ca, it will be noticed that their guns, 
their ammunition and their rations go 
ashore ;with them. There are.no cost- 
ly blunders'such as, were made in the 
Cuban campaign. 


Of-course this does'.not show the su- 


periority of the" British over us. 
It 


merely .proves that England has profit- 
ed b'y -her long experience in making 
war .and: knows how .to go about the 
work in the proper manner. What we 
•did in Cuba was marvelous consider- 
ing, how poorly prepared we were for 
war.

But England is almost, constantly on 


a war footing. 
From Plymouth 'and 


Portland and .Portsmouth and- Sheer- 
ness and Chatham and. Liverpool the 
warships and army transports are 'con- 
stantly going and coming.

the. line ready to take .the field, and 
back of them are the .militia .and.'. the 


incompetency can mar a whole cam- 
paign. 


The secretary of state for war Is the 


official keystone in the arch of the 
British war office. 
He is practically 


the prototype of our secretary of war. 


Under this new regime the com- 


mander in chief, Field Marshal Gen- 
eral Viscount Wolseley, retains the 
power of generally supervising all of 
the military departments of the war 
office, but the adjutant general, quar- 
termaster general, inspector general of 
fortifications and inspector general of 
ordnance are no longer under his Im- 
mediate supervision. They are direct- 
ly responsible to the secretary of state 
for war, as is the commander in chief 
himself. . 


Nevertheless, General Wolseley- is a 


very important figure in the ;British 
war office, and his influence In army 
matters is probably relatively greater 
than is that,of General'Miles. It is 
his business to look after the army as 
a', whole. ' 


The internal economy of the army, 


is the sphere of his activity, and he is 
the active military adviser of the sec- 
retary. He determines the distribution 
of the army throughout the empire and 
takes charge .of military operations of 
magnitude. He is, moreover, supposed 
to be thoroughly well posted at all 
times concerning the needs of the 
'troops. In this work he is given im- 
mediate assistance by the bureau of 
military intelligence, which keeps him 
informed not only as to^the condition 
of his own army, but, as far as may 
be, as to the strength and movements 
of the armies of foreign powers. 
. Right Hon. Sir E.. H. Bailor has the 
office of adjutant general, which Gen- 
eral . Wolseley held before heibecame 


• commander in chief. 
The 'adjutant 


general is a sort of vice commander in 


• chief, as he succeeds to that office in 
the event of the death or. incapacity of 
his superior:. His especial duty is to 
superintend the recruiting and to see 
that the new men are competent sol- 
diers before they are admitted into the 
regular army.

The original pawnshop is difficult to 


'locate, says the Bulletin of the Depar-f.- 
ment of Labor. • Early historians were 
interested'* a other Imes.and'oaly when- 
'.he royal crown was placed iri pawn, or 
the-king took steps to curb the cupidity 
of the hated money lender was the sub 
ject of pawns and pledges mentioned. 
Moreover, the history of pawnbrolting 
is so interwoven with that, of usury 
and banking that its complete separa- 
tion from these subjects is, for a time, 
at least, an impossibility. . From the 
earliest times and 'With all peoples the 
system of pledging effects as security 
tor advances in money has existed in 
fiom-e form. 
In thi^ early period all 


those who accepted pledges as security 
for loans were not pawnbrokers in the 
Sense that we today use the term. Of 
the antiquity of pawnbroking we 
are 


assured, but are without a elew as. to 
what may have been .the process of its 
metamorphosis from the time of the 
Jewish law to that or the Roman. . Its 
analogy to banking, the fact that the 
pawnbrokers later became bankers, 
would lead to the conclusion that pri- 
vate pawnbrokers existed long before 
the state took cognizance of the busi- 
ness.

Another highly important official is 


the inspector general of fortifications, 
that office being held by. Lieutenant 
General Sir Robert Grant. As the title 
indicates, he has charge of the Eng- 
lish system of fortifications, including 
the erection of forts, their care and 
.equipment.

The quartermaster general bears a 


strong official resemblance to the Unit- 
ed States officer of the same title. It is 
his duty to see that the army is sup- 
plied at 
all times with 
food, fuel, 


lights, horses, forage; quarters and the 
means of transportation, both by land 
nnd water. He must also1 devise means 
for paying all officers, soldiers and oth- 
er persons associated with the army, 
and he handles .for this purpose every 
year ,$90.000.000, the sum annually ap- 
propriated by parliament for the main- 
tenance of the army. . He must at all 
times have in readiness sufficient cloth- 
ing and provisions for the army. 
. The inspector' general of ordnance is 
at the head of another of.'.the vital de- 
partments: of the army. He must sup- 
ply the'army with firmament and waf 
equipment material., . . . 


In addition to these five great depart- 


ments, .there are minor departments de- 
voted to medical service, military edu- 
cation and veterinary work. 


"\Yo.rkiug-hand in glove with all these 


departments is the civil financial, bu- 
reau, over which the parliamentary 
financial secretary presides. The cloth- 
ing factories at Pimlico, the ordnance 
factories at Woolwich and -the small 
arms factories.at Eufield.are -under his 
immediate supervision. 
To him are 


submitted tho annual estimates for all 
departments of the army, the accounts 
of. all departments are audited by him, 


j and it is by him that the money for all 
current-expenses is issued. 


To avoid fraction between- this civil 


functionary aTTcl the military authori- 
ties there is established a war office 
consulate council,which considers mat- 
ters affecting more than one depart- 
ment. The secretary of state for war 
presides over this council, and there is 
no appeal from his decision. A staff of 
military and civilian officials, number- 
Ing about 800, is necessary for the 
transaction of all this business.

SHE WAS.GULLIBLE. 


To capture the aurora borealls, rob 


It of its immense electrical power and 
set it to turning wheels and sputtering 
between the carbons of millions of arc 
lights— such is the ambition of Evelyn 
B. Baldwin, an arctic explorer, who 
has recently returned with the Well- 
man expedition. 


; 'Mr. Baldwin assumes that it fs the 
passage of an electrical current be- 
tween the north and south poles which 
causes the. aurora. Of course there Is 
some doubt as to this. The scientists 
have never been able to .investigate 
this aerial, butterfly of the north very 
closely. 
Still their theories are mostly 


based on the assumption that polar 
electricity has something to do with it. 


Mr. Baldwin has made two trips to 


the arctics and each tirae he. has been 
deeply impressed 
by the northern 


lights. In 1S94 he accompanied Lieu- 
tenant Greely to Greenland and during 
the winter of 1SOS-0 he was with Well- 
man in Franz-Josef Land. 


His observations have convinced him 


that this great electrical force which is 
now .wasted on the unthinking Eskimo, 
•who scarcely appreciates these bril- 
liant spectacular displays, could be 


. placed within the. control of human in- 


genuity and be made to become a utili- 
tarian power. 
• In explaining his theory he has' lately 
•written as follows: 


"Is it not reasonable to conclude 


that the rapid motion so characteristic 
of every form of. this phenomenon .is 
. the indication' of a great force which 
could also be put to a practical use? 


."That .this, force is electrical and 


that the polar regions serve as great

tain, but also a movement of the entir 
display from .south to north and vice 
versa or a movement of different part 
jof the display toward each other a 
;though the parts were.acting from at 
traction and repulsion. 


"As to the hpight of the aurora 


patches, arcs, bows, • coronae—for in 
such forms they, generally appear—bu 
little is definitely known. Frequently 
I have observed them to appear belov 
the stratus form or cloud and there 
fore quite, near the surface of th 
earth. 


'•'In order to arrive at more definit 


conclusions concerning-.the auroral phe 
nompnou an-expedition should be or- 
ganized for. the. purpose of studying 
the phenomenon in .ill its details. The 
expedition, should bo well equipped 
with instruments and should be com- 
posed of men who thoroughly uudor- 


. stand electricity and the appliances. 


"Once the great force were chained 


to .; man's purposes, what a saving 
would follow in labor and illumination 
and fuel, and .what an impetus would 
be given to commerce in now almost 
inaccessible regions! Without doubt 
the north magnetic pole is the center 
of the great force in the north polar re- 
gions, and as this point lies Just to the 
northward of the Hudson bay region 
It is, therefore, at the very threshold 
of the vast British American territory."

Seasoning 'Wood iritli Electricity. 


In Franco a method of seasoning 


wood through the agency of electricity 
is credited with much success.

moved, while the borax and resin takes 
its place in the pores.

The president recited at length, quot- 


i ing from public utterances for a hun- 


.. dred years,, how the .nation had ex- 


panded, how the cry of "imperialism" 
was raised against Jefferson by oppon- 
ents, of, th-e Louisiana purchase, and 
how 
the 
acquisition of Alaska was 


fought and ridiculed. 


Tracing of each step in expansion 


•was capped with this comment: "The 
opponents (of expansion) were in the 
minority and-the star of the republic 
did not set."

Then he recited in detail the acquisi- 


tion of the Hawaiian' islands, of the 
Ladrones, of Porto Rico and of the 
Philippines, and closed: 


"The future 
of these new.posses- 


sions is in the keeping of congress, and 
.congress is the servant of the people. 
That they will be -retained under the 
benign sovereignty of the United States 
I .f>' not permit .myself to doubt. 


"That they will prove a rich and val- 


uable: heritage I feel assured.

ings, which will! promote their mate-: 
rial interests as -well as advance their 
people .in the path -of civilization and 
intelligence,.! confidently believe.
